FEMALESTUDIES. 

Every  woman  should  consider  licrself  as  sustaining 
the  general  ehnracter  of  a  rational  being,  as  well  as  the 
more  confined  one  belonging  to  the  female  sex ;  and 
tlierefore  the  motives  fi»r  acquiring  general  knowledge 
and  cultivating  the  taste  are  nearly  the  same  to  both 
sexes.  Tile  line  of  separation  between  the  studies  of  a 
young  man  and  a  young  woman  appears  to  me  to  be 
chiefly  fixed  by  this,  that  a  woman  is  excused  from  all 
professional  knowledge.  Professional  knowledge  means 
nil  that  is  necessary  to  fit  uraan  fora  peculiar  profession 
or  business.  Thus  men  study  in  order  to  qualify’  them¬ 
selves  for  the  law,  fiir  physic,  for  various  departments 
in  political  life,  l<>r  instructing  others  from  the  pulpit  or 
tlie  professor’s  chair  ’Phose  all  require  a  great  deal  ofj 
severe  study  and  technical  knowledge;  much  of  which 
is  nowise  valuable  in  itself,  but  as  a  means  to  tliat  par¬ 
ticular  profession.  Now  as  a  woman  can  nover  be  call¬ 
ed  to  any  of  these  professions,  it  is  evident  you  have 
nothing  to  do  with  such  studies.  A  woman  m  not  ex¬ 
pected  to  understand  the  mysteries  of  politics,  because 
die  is  not  called  to  govern  ;  she  is  not  required  to  know 
anatomy,  because  she  is  not  to  perform  surgical  opera¬ 
tions »  she  need  not  embarrass  herself  with  theological 
disputes,  because  she  will  neither  be  called  upon  tu  make  i 
nor  explain  creeds.  | 

Men  have  various  departments  in  active  life ;  women 
have  but  one,  and  all  women  have  the  same,  diflferently 
modifietl,  indeed,  by  their  rank  in  life,  and  other  inciden¬ 
tal  circumstances.  It  is,  to  be  a  wife,  a  mother,  a  mis¬ 
tress  of  a  family.
